and light hogs and a real scarcity of 
heavy fat hogs. This bus cuused the 
iupply of lard to run short and the mar- 
ket is looking for hogs that will yield 
the most lard. It is significant that the 
fs.03 hog last Monday averaged over 
$00 pounds. Whatever the cause the 
interesting fact is that a good porker is 
aow worth gold dollars and many of 
them.

II. — Maintaining fertility

NOT all I inn Is need tile drainage, 
but there are none on which' 
the problem of malntalnlnc. 
fertility la not an important 
one. Fertility of the land in Its broad- 
est sense means Its ability to produce 
large crops. 
One of the impm tnnl factors infill 

food In the soil. Ten elements, car- 
bon, hydropeu. t>x>gen. calcium, inn;. 



the three essential elements Three 
fourths of (he nlr |l made up of ni- 
trogen. Clover and other legumlnot!* 
crops are able to get nitrogen from 
this source by means of bacteria which 
lr»e ou their roots These bacttrM 
Change the nitrogen of the air Into ni- 
trates, a form In which It can be used 
by the plants, fully one-third of the 
nitrogen collected by the clover plant 
It left In the soil In the roots and stub- 
ble. One crop of clover In n four year 
rotation will furnish nearly enough ni- 
trogen for the remaining three crops 
In the rotation. 

This Is a much cheaper form of ob- 
taining nitrogen than by purchasing It 
in commercial fertilisers at 10 to 15 
cents a pound. It Is much more profit- 
able to keep the nitrogen supply fairly 
constant by the continued use of n ro 
tatlon with legumes than to add a 
large amount nt orle time. Nitrogen In 
the form of nitrates Is readily soluble, 
and every rain wnshes some of It out 
of the soil. This Is not true of the 
other essential elements to any miirked 
extent. Too liberal a supply of nltro- 
gfti at one time tends nlso to promote 
too rapid leaf growth at the expense 
of fruit or grain. 

The stubble nnd roots of the clover, 
together with the cornstalks and other 
rubbish, will do a great deal to keep 
up the humus supply. In addition to

They -Jr, Del 
low and respond readily to cultivation 
ITunius contains considerable nitrogen 
niul furnishes a home for bacteria, 
which aid in making plant food avail 
able. Certain acids are nlso formed in 
the decaying of humus that aid In 
making the phosphorus and potas- 
sium available. It might almost be 
said that the chief problem of main- 
taining fertility Is the problem or keep 
tng the soil supplied with humus. 
Maintaining the Humus Supply. 

Probably the best way of maintain- 
ing this humus supply Is by the liberal 
use of barnyard manure.

Another method of adding to the hu- 
mus supply Is by mowing a crop of 
clover about haying time and letting it 
lie on the ground.

"Clover Sick" Soil. 
After clover has been grown for a 
considerable length of time, especially 
if much baa l>eeu plowed under for 
green manure, the land Is liable to be- 
come "clover sick." This Is caused by 
an excess of RcM In the soli. This 
add con be neutralized by the applica- 
tion of ground limestone. Caustic or 
quicklime is not so good as limestone, 
since it burns up large quantities of 
humus and in general Is too violent in 
Its action. I.lme has another ndvan 
tage on clay soils in that It cuuses the 
particles to adhere together In larger 
masses, thus making the soil more 
porous. The usual rate of application 
is from twenty to forty bushels to the 
acre. With the application of lime, as 
well as with the adoption of any other 
new method, it is best to try It on a 
mill sculo first. Then if It proves 
ofltable its use can be extended 
The judicious use of clover or some 
her legume will effectively solve the 



Native Limestones to Be Tested 
at Kansas^ University. 

BY ENGINEERING DEPARTMENT 

Counties and Towns May Havo the 
Benefit For the Asking— Material* 
and Methods Found That Will Make 
Macadam Last Indefinitely. 

The engineering department of the 
University of Kansas has decided to 
Join the good roads movement. From 
now on It will be equipped to give the 
benefit of lls testing laboratories to 
the counties nnd cities In the state of 
Kansas on road materials and meth- 
ods. A bulletin will be published soon 
by the department giving the standard 
tests on more than 200 samples of 
limestone from the eastern hnlf of the 
state. The regents established a test- 
ing station nt Lawrence about a yeor 
ago. but up to this time there have 
been no funds to publish the results 
of the tests that have been mnde. W»« 
tests in the first bulletin are of stones 
available for macadamizing, of which 
there is practically an unlimited 
amount. 

In UJOB Professor XV. C. Tload, who 
has charge of the work. h:id two sen- 
ior students begin an Investigation of 
the vuliieof Kansas limestones for road- 
Uaktng, and they tested nearly n hun- 
dred samples. In the following year 
two more s ndenls, Edward N Nines 
nnd T>. C. MeConnujhy, carried on the 
tesls. Last .-ear more tests were uinde 
from time to time until the depart- 
ment has a good idea of what lime- 
stones will make macadam roads. 
There Is n wonderful difference In 
them, Soma being practically worth- 
less, while others and they are In the 
majority ore first class material. 

Two tests are applied, one to deter- 
mine the toughness and wearing quali- 
ties of the stones and the other to de- 
termine the cementing propertiea of 

the powder (hat Is made by the rood 
roller and the wear of traffic. It some- 
times happens, that a stone that is 
good in one reaped is wor th l e ss on 

account of the lock of the other quali- 
ty. Weiring qualities are determined 

by the standard ••rattler" test, which 
was origins ted In Prance thirty years 
ago. The samples of some ore broken 
Into uniform pieces, so thot fifty will 
weigh approximately eleven pounds. 
They nre put Into n "rattler," which 
consists of an Iron cylinder, set at an 
angle of thirty degrees with the axis 
of rotation. In the test, lasting five 
hours, the cylinder Is rotated 100.000 
times, and the amount ground off the 
samples In that time by weight ile 
termlnes the measure of wearing qual- 
ity of the stones. In making the ce- 
ment test (he powder Is taken from 
the "rattler" and mixed with water. 
It is allowed tO harden in cylindrical 
briquettes and Is tasted for Its resist

Making Fertility Available. 
Gypsum, or land plaster, has a cou- 
MderaMe effect in making potassium 
and phosphorus available. Applied at 
the rate of 500 or OHO pounds per acre. 
It will often increase crop yields eon- 
jgtjterebljf. It also has a beneficial ef- 
fect on alkali soils. Use oue or two 
bushels to the ncre. 

Probably the most effective way of 
making phosphorus, potassium or oth- 
«r plant foods available Is by tillage 
Frequent and thorough cultivation, 
keeping the soil line and mellow, fa- 
vors the chemical processes by which 
locked up plant food is made available 
It must be remembered, however, 
that the faster these materials are lib- 
crated the sootier will the Bupply be- 
come exhausted. When rotation with 
legumes, tillage and the application of 
Ums tttd gypsum no louger produce 
satisfactory results it Is a sign that 
there is a lack of potassium or phos- 
phorus, or both. In the soli. Phos- 
phorus Is more liable to become scanty 
iu nmotint sin. e the supply Is smaller. 
Bonemeal and ground phosphate rovk 
are the best forms In which to apply 
ihls material The former Is qulckei 
Id Its action, but considerably 
p-nslve!
